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Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Repprt .for  the 
year  1967. 


Population 


The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  5,500  which  was  an  increase  of  24Q  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  84  (41  M.  A3  F.)  which  was  a  decrease 
of  1  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth 
rate  was  15«3j  when  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  General'  s 
Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for 
age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the 
crude  rate  becomes  20,81  and  was  higher  than  that  of  17*2  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  12.0  which 
was  lower  than  that  of  14*8  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Tvro  infant  death's  were  registered  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  accordingly  24.0  compared  with  that  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  ( i. e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and 
atelectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most 
important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modern 
obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  53  (31  M.  22  F.)  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  9*6;  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a 
population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  affords 
comparison  with  other  Districts,  the  adjusted  rate  was  8.64  and  was 
lower  than  that  of  11 . 2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural 
causes,  namely.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of 
the  Nervous  System;  of  these  there  were  31. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  11 
of  those  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups;  2  between  55  -  64; 

6  between  65  -  74;  3  over  75  years.  Although  the  chief  cause  is  still 

obscure,  the  majority  of  deaths  occur  amongst  the  elderly  or  aged 
and  it  would  seem  that  a  degenerative  process  is  a  causal  factor, 
although  this  might  not  explain  the  cause  of  deaths  in  early  life. 
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Cancer  was  the  cause  of  10  deaths,  in  the  following  age-groups; 

2  between  45  -  54  years;  2  between  55  -  64;  1  between  65  -  74 

and  5  over  75  years.  As  cancer  can  be  treated  with  success  if  a 
diagnosis  is  made  before  the  disease  is  too  advanced,  it  is  reasonable 
to  assume  that  patients  seek  medical  examination  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  2  (l  M.  1  F.)  deaths, 
both  patients  being  in  the  45  -  54  age  group.  The  usual  pattern  is 
for  deaths  to  occur  in  earlier  age-groups  than  most  other  forms  of 
Cancer,  and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  District,  it  would  seem  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco 
smoke  is  a  precipitating  factor  amongst  those  who  are  predisposed  to  the 
disease,  keeping  in  mind  that  the  majority  of  those 'who  have  smoked  all 

their  adult  lives  have  died  from  other  natural  causes.  Cancer  of  the  breast 
caused  one  death  in  the  55  ~  64  age  group. 

Amongst  the  other  causes  of  death  there  was  no  exceptional  mortality. 
There  was  no  death  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Measles 

Eighty  cases  were  notified.  This  infection  ’per  se'  is  not 
serious,  and  its  formerly  dangerous  complications  are  becoming  less 
frequent  and  if  they  do  occur,  are  treated  successfully  by  the  Antibiotics, 
excepting  Acute  Encephalitis  which  is  very  rare.  As  stated  in  previous 
reports,  it  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should  be  statutorily 
notifiable,  as  during  outbreaks  Practitioners  who  are  otherwise  fully 
engaged,  have  little  time  to  make  these  notifications  and  Office  Staffs 
are  obliged  to  waste  their  time  in  the  registration  and  disbursement  of 
notification  fees. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Five  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this  infection  is 
mild  and  its  formerly  serious  complications  are  infrequent;  if  any  do 
occur,  treatment  by  the  Antibiotics  is  usually  successful. 

Dysentery  (Shigella  Sonnei) 

One  case  of  this  bov/el  infection  was  notified,  but  there  are  probably 
many  more  throughout  the  area  who  are  not  notified  as  the  infection  which 
causes  diarrhoea  for  several  days,  is  usually  mild;  in  consequence  many 
patients  do  not  consult  their  family  Doctors,  and  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  carrier  state  is  widespread. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Four  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Pneumonias  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  was  one  death  and  the  patient 
was  over  75  years  of  age. 

Tuberculosis 

No  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  support  of  and  interest  in  the 
Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.

During  the  year  a  comparator  for  determining  chlorine  content  was 
purchased.  Seventeen  examinations  were  made  and  advice  given  on  how  to 
maintain  a  satisfactory  chlorine  content  in  the  pools. 

There  was  a  serious  infestation  by  flies  (Diptera  Coelopidae)  at  a 
heated  covered  pool  in  the  autumn. 

Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  two  farm  premises  where  large  scale  killing  of  turkeys, 
plucked  but  not  eviscerated,  takes  place  prior  to  Christmas.  A  total 
of  2,300  birds  were  killed.  Eight  inspections  were  made  and  twenty-five 
carcases  were  rejected. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1955 

One  application  was  made  for  approval  of  plans  under  this  Act  for  a 
large  oil-fired  boiler.

Nuisances 
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A  serious  nuisance  from  smell  affecting  a  large  number  of  residents 
arose  during  the  year,  probably  caused  by  salt  water  killing  fresh  water 
vegetations  in  a  large  ditch.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  Kent  River 

Authority  who  control  this  ditch,  whilst  denying  liability  have  agreed 
to  take  remedial  action  to  prevent  its  recurrence  but  to  date  have  not 
carried  out  any  works. 


Quest  houses 

A  survey  of  all  known  G-uest  Houses  and  Hotels  was  made. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

Forty-two  general  inspections  were  made  and  eighteen  follow-up  visits. 
There  are  sixty  registered  premises. 

Thirty-three  visits  were  made  under  this  Act. 

No  contraventions  were  found  but  no  inspections  were  made  at  weekends 
or  late  evenings,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  trading  in  certain 
commodities  occurs  outside  the  prescribed  periods. 

Pesticides  -  Chemical  Compounds  used  in  Agriculture  and  Food  Storage 

Six  visits  to  farms  were  made  concerning  the  safe  storage  and 
disposal  of  containers.
